eom'n meet. SEO. 2. That said commissioners shall, on the first day 
of June next, or within sixty days thereafter, (or a majority 
of them) lUeet at Monnt Ayr in H.inggold county, and after 

Qualify. taking with them the necessary assistance and being quali­
fied as required by law, proceed to the discharge ot' their 
dnties. 

Compensation. SEC. 3. Said commissioners and assistants shaH be paid 
for their services as provided for by law. 

SEC. 4. This act to take eflect from and after its publica­
tion in the Iowa Capital Reporter, and Iowa Republican : 

Provilo. Provided, that the state shall be in no case responsible for 
any expenses created or growing out of the establishment 
of the foregoing road or highway.
